To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  1957. 

Vital  Statistics;  The  estimated  population  remains  stationary. 
The  Standardised  Birth  Rate  has  risen  to  19.02  and  it  is  now . ^ 
considerably  higher  than  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  (16.1). 
Only  two  deaths  occurred  in  babies  under  the  age  of  one  year. 
Both  were  due  to  congenital  malformations  and  therefore,  in  our 
present  state  of  knowledge,  unavoidable. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  has  fallen  to  5*95  per  thousand 
live  births.  This  is  the  lowest  figure  ever  recorded  since  this 
Rural  District  was  formed  in  1934.  The  lowest  figure  previously 
reached  was  12.1  in  1950.  The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  for  England 
and  Wales  was  23.0  in  1957. 

There  has  also  been  a fall  in  the  Stillbirth  Rate  from 

16.44  to  8.85. 

The  Standardised  Death  Rate  has  fallen  from  11.11  to  8.27. 

Infectious  Diseases:  There  was  an  epidemic  of  Measles  during 
the  early  part  of  the  year.  Whooping  Cough  was  also  prevalent. 
Asian  Influenza  reached  the  District  during  the  latter  part  of 
1957.  Most  of  the  cases  were  mild,  but  six  were  complicated  by 

Pneumonia. 

Prophylaxis:  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  more  children  were 

vaccinated  against  Smallpox  than  were  immunised  against 
Diphtheria  during  the  year.

Many  factors  went  towards  making  1957  a healthier  year 
than  1937.  There  was  Better  housing,  a higher  standard  of  living 
and  .improved  nutrition.  Standards  of  personal  hygiene  improved. 
Health  Workers  helped  to  secure  a "better  way  of  life  for  infants, 
mothers  and  school  children.  The  National  Health  Service  Act 
made  medical  care  readily  available,  for  all  those  who  needed  it. 
Research  workers  discovered  new  drugs  and  Hospitals  developed  new 
methods  of  treatment  to  overcome'  diseases  which  had  hitherto  "been 
deadly.  Tuberculosis  workers  went  out  to  search  for  the  disease 
instead  of  waiting  for  it  to  come  to  them.  Immunisation  procedures 
were  developed  to  secure  the  protection  of  young  children  from 
Diphtheria,  Whooping  Gough,  Tuberculosis  and  Poliomyelitis.  All 
these  and  many  other  things  too  numerous  to  mention  have 
contributed  towards  the  Public  Health  and  this  District  Council, 

by  virtue  of 
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. . . ./Council, 

by  virtue  of  every  phase  of  its  work  has  played  its  part  in 
bringing  about  this  striking  improvement  in  the  health  of  the 
Community  which  it  serves. 

In  conclusion  I should  like  to  express  my  appreciation 
to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of ■ the  Health  Committee  for  their 
encouragement  and  support.  I should  like  to  thank  all  officers 
and  members  of  the  staff  for  their  help  at  various  times  and  in 
particular  Mr.  Morgan  and  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department.

WATER  SUPPLIES 

( A ) Public  Supplies 

Bacteriological  Examination. 

1 . Mains  water,  both  that  supplied  by  other  Local  Authorities 
and  our  own  supplies,  was  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

2.  Public  Borewells;  Five  samples  taken,  4 were  satisfactory 
■and  1 very  suspicious.  The  latter  supply  is  no  longer  used 
as  a mains  supply  is  available. 

3.  Public  Shallow  ..Wells;  One  sample  taken  and  satisfactory. 

A mains  supply  is  also  available  here. 
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Chemical  Analysis: 

12  samples  were  taken.  In  each  of  these  samples  the 
water  was  reported  to  he  of  good  organic  quality  with  no 
evidence --of  pollution. 

(B)  Private  Supplies 

Bacteriological  Examination 


1 . Private  Mains  - one  sample  taken  and  found  to  he 
satisfactory. 

2.  Borewells:  8 horewells  were  sampled  of  which  7 were 
satisfactory.  The  remaining  horewell  was  reported  as 
doubtful  on  first  sampling,  hut  after  storage  tanks, 
pump  etc.,  were  cleansed  two  further  samples  were  hoth 
satisfactory. 

3.  Deep  Wells:  12  samples  were  taken.  6 were  satisfactory, 

1 unsatisfactory  and  5 very  unsatisfactory. 

4.  Shallow  Wells;  34  supplies  were  sampled  and  of  these  11 
were  satisfactory,  8 suspicious,  7 unsatisfactory  and  8 
very  unsatisfactory  on  first  sampling.  One  suspicious 
supply  became  satisfactory  and  two  were  reported  unsatis- 
factory when  re-sampled.  One  of  the  very  unsatisfactory 
supplies  was  filtered  and  a sample  of  the  filtered  water 
was  reported  satisfactory. 

5.  Ponds:  One  sampled  and  reported  unsatisfactory.

108  inspections  of  registered  food  premises  were  made 
during  the  year.  Attention  was  directed  to  effecting  much  needed 
improvements  in  connection  with  food  hygiene,  particularly  in 
connection  with  structural  conditions.  Priority  has  "been  given 
to  securing  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  the  regulations 
in  those  parishes  which  have  now  teen  provided  with  "both  mains 
water  supply  and  sewerage  systems  and,  whilst  much  remains  to  he 
done,  satisfactory  progress  has  been  achieved.  Statistics 
relating  to  registrations  under  Food  & Drugs  Act  are  as  follows: -

Freshly  slaughtered  meat  found  to  he  unsound  at  the  time  of 
inspection  is  stained  with  green  -dye  and  collected  for  processing 
hy  Contractors.  Other  foods  are  deeply  "buried  in  the  Council’s 
refuse  disposal  pit.. 

The  only  other  items  of  food  found  to  be  unsound  during  the 
year  were  4 - 41hs  tins  of  Pork  Luncheon  Meat,  2-6  lbs  tins  and 
1 - 12oz  tin  Corned  beef  and  741bs  5oz  of.  ice  cream  and  lollies 
which  were  contaminated  by  the  pitch  lining  of  a refrigerator 
which  had  recently  been  serviced.
